Yonkers smiled on the blg form of
the Ohloan through a heavy shower,
He talked at length to ns many as
could get Into the largest theatre,
and then addressed those who had
stood walting In the raln, whose num-
ber was even greater,

Tarrytown, Peekskill and Fishkill
Landing llstened in the rain to short
speeches delivered by the candidate
from the rear of his car. The damp-
ness did not seem to dull the ardor
of the citizens. When the Taft special
roached Poughkeoepsie the rain had
Just ceased and the sun came out
brightly. He was driven uptown to
the Colllngwood opera house, which
was crowded to the doors, Judge
Taft got Inside with much difffculty,
after which the doors were closed on
most of the members of his party,
